Without an agree- 
ment, he added, the United States 
should “adopt a policy on national 
defence that would supersede all pow- 
ers,”” 

An increase in the navy because of 
the attitude of Great Britain on 
armaments was demanded in the sen- 
ate by Senator Gillett, Republican, 
Massachusetts. 

He said if Great Britain is “unwill- 
ing to reduce her naval armaments,” 
he could see no other safe course but:
